The First-Class Freight Rates 
of the Railroads, 


Washington, February 27.—Rates of 
the American Express Company ar 
substantially three times’ the first- 
class freight rates of railroads. 

This fact was developed today atthe 
investigation by Commissioner Lane 
into the rates and methods of express 
companies instituted by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

J. H. Bradley, vice president of the 
American, continuing his testimony, 
begun yesterday, said that his com- 
pany never had made a rate less than 
two and a half times the first-class 
rail freight rate. 

Thinks Rate Reasonable.

“I do not think two and a half 
times the first-class freight 
is enough for the service 
give,” replied by Bradley. 
our rates, the country over, are ap- 
proximately three times the  first- 
class freight rate; but we do not at- 
tempt to affjust our rates on any fixed 
multiple of the rail freight rates. Our 
contract with the railroads provides 
that our rates, per hundred pounds, 
shall not be less than about two 
times the freight rate of the railroads 
on the same commodity between the 
same points.” 

Mr. Bradley said that, in his opin- 
ion, a flat express rate would be im- 
practicable, because it would be too 
high for short distances and too low 
for long distances.

$125,000 HOTEL 
FOR PEACHTREE 


Corner of Peachtree and Ellis 
Streets Selected,

The Peachtree Hotel Company will 
erect an eight-story hotel on the south- 
west corner of Peachtree and Ellis 
stréets at a cost of $125,000. was 
announced yesterday that the wo J on 
the building will start not later than 
April 1 of this year. 

The building is to go on a lot front- 
ing 63 feet on Peachtree street, with a 
depth of 70 feet along Ellis street to 
an alley. The property ts owned by 
J. B. Frost and was leased last year by 
Amos W. Braselton for a term of twen- 
ty-five years. This lease has been 
transferred to the Peachtree Hotel 
Company, a corporation of which Amos 
W.. Braselton is president, and the term 
has been extended to ninety-nine years, 
beginning January 1, 1912. The consid- 
eration of -the case was withheld, but 
is reported to have been in the neigh- 
borhood of an average of $20,000 or 
25.000 a year for the term, 

The hotel will have its entrance on 
the Ellis«street frontage. The Peach-j 
tree frontage will be occupied by 
stores. The hotel will be eight stories; 
high and will contain one hundred 
rooms. It will bé fireproof in its fon-; 
struction and will be modernly equip-! 
ped throughout. 
exclusive of the furnishings, will cost 
$125,000. 

It was announced that the hotel is 
already leased, but the hotel company 
declined to disclose the lessee’s name. 
Plans and specifications have been 
drawn and agreed upon between the 
company and the lessee. 

Work will be commenced on the 
building within_the next month and it 
will be rushed to completion as rapid- 
ly as possible.

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EXPRESS RATES 
ARE JUST TRIPLE 


The First-Class Freight Rates 
of the Railroads 


Washington, February 27.—Rates of 
the American Express Company ar 
substantially three times the first- 
class freight rates of railroads. 

This fact was developed today at the 
investigation by Commissioner Lane 
into the rates and methods of express 
companies instituted by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

J. H. Bradley, vice president of the 
American, continuing his testimony, 
begun yesterday, said that his com- 
pany never had made a rate less than 
two and a half times the first-class 
rail freight rate. 

Thinks Rate Reasonable. 

“Is that a reasonable 

quired Commissioner Lane. 


“I do not think two and a half 
times the first-class freight rate 
is enough for the service we 
give,” replied by Bradley. ‘All in all, 
our rates, the country over, are ap- 
proximately three times the first- 
class freight rate; but we do not at- 
tempt to affjust our rates on any fixed 
multiple of the rail freight rates. Our 
contract with the railroads provides 
that our rates, per hundred pounds, 
shall not be less than about two 
times the freight rate of the railroads 
on the same commodity between the 
same points.” 

Mr. Bradley said that, in his opin- 
ion, a flat express rate would be im- 
practicable, because it would be too 
high for short distances and too low 
for long distances.

OF DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 


Washington, February 27.—Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, one of the demo- 


cratic leaders in the senate, today de- 
clared in favor of postponing the demo- 
cratic convention in Baltimore, which 
has been called for June 25, until a 
later date, because, as now arranged, 
it would be held only a week after the 
republican convention in Chicago. 

“The entran of Mr. Roosevelt to 
the contest fof the republican nomina- 
tion for the presideney,”’ said Senator 
Bacon, “has so complicated things that 
I think the democratic national com- 
mittee should take steps to postpone 
the time for holding the democratic 
convention. 

“The republican convention is called 
for June 18, and the democratic con- 
vention June 25, just a week later. At 
best there cannot be more than three 
days between the adjournment of the 
republican convention and the meeting 
of the democratic convention. Who 
knows that there will not be such a 
conflict of views as to the platform 
and aspirations of candidates as to 
prolong the republican convention be- 
yond the time of the meeting of the 
democratic convention? In that event 
the democrats would be in no position 
to give proper consideration of this 
situation, and I think the meeting of 
our convention should be deferred for 
two or three weeks, beyond the date 
now fixed, to insure such an opportu- 
nity, in case it is presented.” 

Mack Doesn't Agree With Bacon. 

New York, February 27.—‘"This is 
the first I have heard of such a sug- 
gestion, and as yet I don’t see any 
need of a postponement,” said Norman 
Kk. Mack, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, when his atten- 
tion was called tonight to Senator Ba- 
con’s declaration in favor of a later 
date for the democratic national con- 
vention. 

“Our convention is 
week later than that of the republi- 
cans, and if any emergency arose 
through the action of the republican 
vathering, a postponement for a week 
of the democratic caucus could be ar- 
ranged for then. While not desiring 
to take any issue whatever with the 
senator, my personal opinion is that

If not, then the popular ver- 
dict is to be accepted as final, the de- 
cision is to be treated as reversed and 
the construction of the constitution 
éefinitely decided—subject only to ac- 
tion by the supreme court of the 
United States.’ 
“Mr. President, if a proposition of 
this sort had been advanced by an or- 
dinary agitator or by an anarchist, 
no attention would be paid to it; the 
people would understand that it was 
utterly meaningless, and it would in- 
vclve no actual danger to the re- 
public. We must realize, however, 
that this is the utterance of a political 
leader who occupies today as prom!- 
rent a place before the public as any- 
one in the country, who is gifted with 
tremendous power, who , commanded 
great popularity and who for seven 
years occupied the position of presi- 
dent of the United States and who is 
now a candidate again for the office. 


Roosevelt Always Hostile to Courts, 


“People who regard this merely as a 
fiippant and impulsive utterance of a 
candidate for public office, who is try- 
ing to attract public’ favor, are mak- 
ing a great mistake. 

“The ex-president has been reflect- 
ing over this proposition for years. He 
has always been hostile to the decis- 
icns of the courts whenever they con- 
flicted with his own views. 

“Now, there is a motive for all this 
and there is a cause for this attack 
upon the institutions of the land. | 
think I can tell you what it is. It 
arises from the fact that when Mr. 
Roosevelt was president he was not 
allowed to influence and control the 
decisions of the courts and they de- 
clined to pass under the domination of 
his arbitrary ang imperious will.

IF WE CROSS THE RIO GRANDE. 

It is not difficult to understand the obvious reluctance of 
President Taft to ask from congress the authority to send troops 
across the border into Mexico. Manifestly, the intention of this 
government would be, not intervention, but the forcing of such 
conditions on the Mexican side as would insure that battles be- 
tween insutrectos and federal troops would occur at a sufficient 
distance from the frontier to avoid endangering the lives of ~Amer- 
icans. The casualties which followed battles near Juarez, Douglas 
and other border towns last year are still fresh in mind. 

While such aggressive action on part of the United States 
might insure the immediate result, and drive the belligerents fur- 
ther into the Mexican interior, its ultimate effect would be con- 
jectural. It is known that a strong anti-American sentiment exists 
throughout the republic. So long as the troops of this nation stay 
on their own side of the line, the danger of an outbreak from this 
source is relatively slight.

CRYING NEED FOR A 


CENTRAL CITY MARKET 


Editor Constitution: There seems to 
be a unanimity of opinion expressed 
bythe progressive and elading citizens 
who have recently given their views to 
the public, that Atlanta’s crying need 
is a central market, but all of these 
views have been given in a general 
way. 

To bring this subject to a practical 
idea would it not be well to have a few 
Suggestions upon some definite plans, 
and with this in view, allow me to 
make a suggestion that has often pre- 
sented itself to me. | 

The block embraced between Peach- 
tree, Ellis, Spring and Cain streets 
would be a most ideal location for a 
One of our 
most enterprising citizens owns a good 
portion of this block, and the remain- 
der could easily .be appropriated. Every 
one realizes that it is only a question 
of a short time until the retail district 
will expand into this territory, and an 
enterprise of this nature would be a 
magnificent beginning. 

My idea is to build arcades leading 
from each of the streets mentioned— 
Peachtree, Ellis, Spring and Cain— 
these to lead to the center of the block, 
where the market will be constructed. 
Over these arcades could be built a 


six or eight-story structure for use as 


a department store. 

Along the entrances of these arcades 
could be stalls to be used for various 
retail purposes, which would make 
them not only ornamental, but profit- 
able to the owners of the enterprise.. 
By allowing a few feet on each of the 
streets there could be made a beautiful 
central park, where automobiles could 
be parked while the shopping is being 
done, 

A few calculations on this proposi- 
tion will show that this is not only a 
feasible plan, but would prove a profit- 
able investment for those interested. 
There are at least two large depart- 
ment store operators who are anxious 
to locate in Atlanta, and are only wait- 
ing for an available site. 

The establishment of something 
along this line in the section mentioned 
would greatly relieve the congestion 
on Whitehall, and would establish a 
new and attractive retail district for 
the city, to say nothing of the eon- 
veniences it would afford the house- 
keepers who are anxious for a central 
market.

Railroad Commission Will Send 
Experts to Americus to 
Determine Worth. 


Americus, Ga. February 27.—(5pe- 
cial.) —Citizens of Americus and mem- 
bers of city council are highly gratified 
that the railroad commission has con- 
ceded the request of the Americus 
council to send expert engineers here 
to determine valuations of the Ameri- 
cus Lighting Company, a private cor- 
poration. This company desires to is- 
sue well nigh a half-million dollars 
securities upon its plant and property, 
and application to that end was re- 
cently made to the railroad commis- 
sion.

Government Alleges Financier 
Evolved Plan to Crush 
Competition in Coal. 


Columbus, Ohio, February 27.—With 
the government's entire case before 
the court in the form of depositions 
taken by a special examiner in half a 
score of cities, and the taking of tes- 
timony on behalf of the defense sched- 
uled to begin tomorrow, the govern- 
mient’s anti-trust suit against the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern and other railroads 
and coal companies in the United 
States district court here adjourned 
late today until tomorrow. 

Following the presentation of the 
government case and the opening 
statement of O. E. Harrison, special 
assistant to Attorney General WicKer- 
shm, attorneys for the defense stated 
that the working of the coal compa- 
nies and railroads in harmony, was a4 
perfectly legitimate proceeding. 

At present, according to facts 
brought out in court today, the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio controls the Hocking 
Valley and the Kanawha and Michi- 
gan roads, while the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern controls the Zanes- 
ville and Western and Toledo and Ohio 
Central railroads. 

District Attorney Harrison, of Cin- 
cinnati, in his opening statement, ac- 
cused tne banking firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. of having evolved the plan 
by which the Hocking Valley railroad 
is alleged to have gained control of 
the other defendant railroad and coal 
companies, and perpetuated the monop- 
oly which the government claims exists 
to the present day. 

“I shall, for the government,” said 
Attorney Harrison, “show that the de- 
fendants have, ever since 1899, main- 
tained a monopoly in_ restraint of 
trade, and have conspired to crush 


competition.”

ganized revolution, it is contended, 
while today the same circumstances do 
not exist. 

What the next step on the part of 
the Mexican governnfent will be was 
not made public tonight. Unofficially 
it was stated that an effort would be 
made to starve out the rebels by cut- 
ting off food supplies, this to be ac- 
complished, it is hoped, through the 
co-operation of the American authori- 
ties. 

What Madero Says. 

The following signed statement was 
given out by the president upon being 
shown press dispatches announcing the 
surrender: 

“The government does not consider 
Ciudad Juarez to be of particular stra- 
tegic importance. The proof of this is 
the fact that it has maintained there 
neither a large military force nor mu- 
nitions of war and has made no at- 
tempt to defend the point, as would 
have been the case had Juarez been 
a place of decisive or even’ consider- 
able importance to the country. 

“The delicate situation which a fight 
at Juarez would have. precipitated 
moved the government to telegraph 
the Mexican consul at El! Paso orders 
to-take any action he seemed advisa- 
ble to prevent the possibility of shots 
being fired by the combatants across 
the international boundary. : 
Surrender Was Ordered, 
orders gave him authority to 
the possession of Juarez if 
necessary to carry out these instruc- 
tions. In view of those orders, it is 
evident that Consul Llorente has only 
carried out his instructions, 

“The political importance of the tak- 
ing of Juarez is not the same nor does 
it in any way approach the character 
which the capture of that city had 
when I led the Maderista revolution. 
There have been no previous military 
successes which make the present oc- 
currence decisive, as was the case 
then, and it is ‘not to be feared that 
the taking of that point now will ad- 
vance in the estimation of the public 
the importance of the present revolu- 
tionary activities.” 

HAVING CAPTURED JUAREZ 
REBELS WILL ATTACK CHIHUAHUA 

El Paso, Texas, February 27.—The 
Vasquistas rebel element which took 
possession of Ciudad Juarez this morn- 
ing about 10:30 o'clock after firing a 
single volley, plans next to capture the 
city of Chihuahua. Tomorrow morning 
the march of General Campa’s forces on 
the capital of the state will begin, ac- 
cording to announcement made by the 
commander tonight. Colonel Antonio 
Rojas, with 700 rebels, arrived at 
Bauche shortly after noon and stopped 
his march there, unaware of the de- 
velopments at Juarez. Campa notified 
him to resume his march, and. Rojas is 
to arrive some time during

To Attack Chihuahua. 

General Campa declares there are 900 
rebels already in Juarez, and that the 
arrival of the Rojas group will give 
him the total of 1,600, which he claimed 
recently he would have in Juarez. He 
says that Major Tomas Loza will re- 
main at Juarez with 300 men, and that 
the remainder will proceed southward 
over the line of the National railways 
early tomorrow for an assault on Chi- 
huahua, which is being held by General 
Pascual Orozco, 

General Campa said that he did not 
believe the report that Colonel Fran- 
cisco Villa, with his loyal insurrectos, 
was coming to Juarez, and that he con- 
siders the town safe from any assault 
by federals. 

Following the seizure of the town 
today the Vasquistas set about the task 
of establishing a new municipal gov- 
ernment and of maintaining perfect 
order, 

All the Saloons Closed. 

General Salazar, commanding the 
rebel force at Juarez, appointed Major 
Tomas Loza, secretary to Colonel 
Lemetro Ponce, mayor of the city. Loza 
was installed as municipal chief shortly 
after noon today, and immediately be- 
gan organizing a police force. His 
first order was that the saloons be kept 
closed. The result was that there have 
only been mnor disturbances this after- 
noon and evening. Every step taken by 
the rebels apparently is with a view to 
avoiding any possible action that might 
cause trouble with the United States 
government. 

Communication between El Paso 
and Jaurez was suspended almost en- 
tirely during the day, the crossing of 
the international line by individuals be- 
ing limited to the bearers of passes. It 
was announced tonight that communi- 
cation and consular service will be re- 
sumed between the two countries to- 
morrow, ; 

No Resistance Made.

Marfa, Texas, February 27.—After 
several hours’ fighting the American 
ranchmen defending the Nelson Morris 
ranch at Cuerve, Mex., near the Texas 
line, drove off the Mexican bandits who 
attacked the ranch headquarters yes- 
terday. : 

Twenty armed American cowboys 
gathered in this section of Texas were 
on the point of invading Mexico to 
rescue the “boys” on the Nelson Mor- 
ris ranch when a messenger met them 
at Polaris, On the American bank of 
the Rio Grande, and told them their 
friends were safe. 

The messenger told the story of the 
Cuervo fight. He said the bandits at- 
tempted to loot the ranch. Brown 
Paschall, manager of the ranch, re- 
sisted and barricaded the main adobe 
building. It is not known here wheth- 
er anyone was hurt in the several 
hours fighting which followed. The 
bandits finally withdrew, threatening 
to return to the attack later. 
MEXICAN RAIDERS DEFEATED 

BY BAND OF TEXAS COWBOYS 

San Antonio, Texas, February 27.—A 
band of twenty-seven Mexican rebels 
that had crossed over to the American 
side and attempted to steal a herd of 
82 cattle was completely routed Friday 
afternoon in a running fight with four- 
teen cow punchers 13 miles down the 
Rio Grande river from Presidio, Texas, 
four of the Mexicans being killed and 
several wounded. 

Charles Tuttle, who was brought to 
San Antonio today to have a bullet ex- 
tracted from his right shoulder, was 
the only cowboy wounded. 

The engagement occurred on the 
Wilson ranch. According to R. P. John- 
son and Joe Irving, who accompanied 
Tuttle to this city, the Mexicans had 
corraled the cattle in the Lajitas can- 
yon, and were awaiting the approach 
of night to take the herd across the 
river. 

GOMEZ IS GREATLY GRATIFIED

BEGUN BY CHINES 


Chinese Warships Ordered 
Upen Fire on Batavia, 


t 


President Sun Has Sent UIlti- 
matum to Dutch Governor of 
Java—Trouble Caused by 
Attacks Made on Chinese in 
Java by Dutch Soldiers. 


San Francisco, February 27.—Chi- 
nese warships have been ordered to 
Java under instructions to begin a 
bombardment of Batavia, if the Dutch 
government does not pay an indemnity 
demanded for the kiling of Chinese 
said to have been attacked by Dutch 
soldiers. . 

In an ultimatum sent to the Dutch 
government yesterday, Provisional] 
President Sun Yat Sen stated that an 
attack on Java would be begun if the 
iHidemnity were not paid within a 
week. 

This information was received here 
today in a private dispatch from Dr. 
Sun’s private secretary to Tong King 
Chong, editor of The Chinese Free 
Press. 

Dr. Sun declared in his ultimatum 
that passports would be handed to the 
Dutch minister, who is said to be at 
Shanghal en route to Pekin, if the in- 
demnity was not paid. 

Advices to the Chinese newspapers 
here declare that the attack on the 
Chinese by Dutch sailors, news of 
which was received fom Nanking last 
night, was made without provocation 
and that three Chinese were killed and 
many others arrested. 


WELCOME TO KNOX 
GIVEN BY PANAMA 


Secretary and His Party Warm- 
ly Greeted on Arrival 
at Isthmus. 


Panama, February 27.—The Central 
and South American tour of the Ameri- 
can secretary of state has begun auspi- 
ciously with big welcoming crowds at 
Colon and Panama Mr. Knox went 
ashore at Colon from the .armored 
cruiser Washington shortly after 8 
o'clock this morning, and was met by 
prominent government officials and a 
great crowd of American residents and 
citizens of Colon, who greeted him with 
cheers. 

Secretary Knox said he was surprised 
at the extent of the preparations for 
his entertainment and gratified at the 
cordiality of his reception. He arrived 
at Panama by special train this after- 
noon, and was greeted by a committee 
representing the government, and 
Maurice H. Thatcher, governor of the 
Panama canal zone, 

The secretary and others were es- 
corted to automobiles between lines of 
police holding back a great throng. The 
station was fairly hidden by American 
flags. As Mr. Knox appeared in the 
street the party halted, and the crowd 
uncovered as the band played “The Star 
Spangled Banner.’

The day of the arrival of Secretary of 
State Kncx in Nicaragua is to be de- 
clared a public holiday throughout the 
country. Mr. Knox is to be accorded 
presidential honors during his visit 
and will be presented by the govern- 
ment with a medal. specially cast in 
cemmemoration of the event.

The Market Closed Steady at 
Net Advance on All 
Positions. 


New York, February 27.—More opti- 
mistic reports regarding the English 
labor situation ang the prompt stop- 
ping of March notices imparted a bet- 
ter tone to the cotton market today, 
and while advances were not fully 
maintained, the close was steady at a 
net gain of 20 points on February and 
of from 6 to 15 points on other posi- 
tions. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@6 points, in response to 
better Liverpool cables than expected 
and reports that British government 
officials were more hopeful of a quick 
settlement of labor disputes, if not of 
actually averting a general strike of 
the coal miners. The circulation of a 
few March notices, estimated at about 
40,000 bales, caused some irregularity 
right after the call and prices eased 
back to about the closing figures of 
yesterday, but it quickly developed that 
big trade interests were taking up the 
cotton, and that there was a good de- 
mand for March, some 18 to 19 points 
under May so that the market soon 
steadied up on a renewal of bull sup- 
port and covering by early sellers. 
Tater cables from Liverpool, reporting 
rumors that the coal! strike had been 
settled, added to the nervousness of 
scattering shorts, and during the early 
afternoon March contracts sold up to 
10.20 or about 21 points net higher, 
while other active old crop months 
showed gains of from 16 to 18 points 
and the new crop sold some 9 to 14 
points over the closing figures of ves- 
terday. Trading bhecame less active 
around this level, and the market later 
easea off 5 or 6 points from the best.

New Orleans, February (27.—Negroes, 
on account of their haWits ang envi- 
ronment, are far more gusceptible than 
whites to spinal meningitis, if condt- 
tions in this state ca be taken as 
typical.

OVER 200 EX-CONVICTS 
ACTING AS CHAUFFEURS 


Albany, N. Y., February 27.—To curb 
the use of automobiles in robberies 
and other crimes and to raise the stands 
ard of chauffeurs are the objects of a 
bill now before the state legislature 
here. The measure prohibits the 
licensing of chauffeurs convicted of a 
crime and provides for the revocation 
of licenses to all who have been con- 
victed. It is provided that any person 
making a false statement about a con- 
viction is guilty of a felony. In this 
way any policeman who sees a one- 
time convict driving an automobile can 
ask for the license, and the application 
will show whether or not there has 
been a false statement regarding con- 
viction.

To Develep Factory Sites. 

Announcement was made Tuesday 
that the Central of Georgia railway 
has plans to be executed in the near 
future for the extensive development 
of several hundred manufacturing sites 
westand northwest of E.usi Point, and 
which will probably mean, eventually, 
the construction of a belt line around 
the entire western side of Atlanta. D. 
W. Appler, of the Central of Georgia 
railroad, said that the company started 
this scheme several years ago, and 
had recently begun work on it again, 
with the view of beginning the de- 
velopment as soort as possible. 

It is planned to run a line of track- 
age out from Cheney station in a 
northwesterly direction for the devel-

the main lines of the company there.

Permis- 
sion to crosg the tracks of the Atlanta 
and West Point and the Georgia Rail- 
way and LEKlectric Company’s lines and 
to lay tracks down a street in Bast 
Pomt, with some other details, it is 
understood, are yet pending.
